FOREWORD 


We are pleased to present at this time a listing of our available Cypripediums 
for the 1954 season. We feel this is one of the largest, as well as one of the most 
comprehensive lists of Cypripediums ever offered. The plants listed have been 
gathered from famous collections throughout the world and include seedlings of 
our own breeding. Countless plants in the collection should appeal to the most 
discriminating collector, and many are included which will appeal to those who 
must watch their expenditures. We have tried to offer a wide range of varieties 
and colors in order to give this listing maximum appeal. 


Cypripediums have been so interbred that the differences between crosses. 
and plants within crosses are at times almost imperceptible. We have consequently 
tried to describe the flowers of offered plants in terms of familiar colors, and 
wherever possible, we have referred to well known plants in describing a given 
variety. 


Considering all things, Cypripediums are among the easiest of all orchids 
to grow. Their natural flowering season comes in the winter months, and they 
provide long lasting flowers of beautiful and remarkable coloring at a time when 
there is little color either in the greenhouse or in the garden. More than any 
other cultivated orchid, the cool and aloof Cypripedium is a developed taste, 
and once they have caught your fancy, their appeal is long and fascinating. The 
growing demand for these orchids, along with many other signs throughout the 
country, indicates that Cypripediums are among the most popular orchids at the 
present time, and there is every indication that their popularity will continue 
to spread. 


This catalog consists of three parts, the first, Section I, being a listing of 
proven stock. All descriptions here are taken from specific flowers when in 
bloom. Though a number of inexpensive plants are listed for those with limited 
budgets, there is also a wide range of varieties which will strongly appeal to 
the connoisseur who wants nothing but finest proven varieties. We have a number 
of fine kodachromes of these varieties which can either be viewed at the nur- 
sery or will be sent for inspection on application. 


All plants listed are divisions off flowered varieties and we have tried to 
describe each one as accurately as possible. As a great many Cypripediums are 
so similar as to have almost imperceptible differences, we would appreciate 
permission to send an alternate as good as or better without any additional 
charge in the event that the plant you desire has been sold. 


If you do not know exactly what variety you might like and you can indi- 
cate the approximate price class and general coloring you desire, we can then 
select plants for you which in some cases may have even better value than 
those you might select. 


The average flowering size plant will cost from $15.00 to $20.00 and will 
have approximately two mature leaved growths and a third developing one. 
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In a number of cases the plant will have either a flower or a developing flower 
bud if purchased during the flowering season which is from December through 
March. 


The next part of this catalog, Section I, consists of crosses which are cur- 
rently proving themselves. The descriptions offered are for the cross as a whole 
and not a specific plant. Here we have tried to give the color range as well as 
any other information which will aid the prospective purchaser. These crosses 
are listed in a price range. If a plant of a cross listed has not flowered, the pricing 
schedule for Section III shall apply. If the plant is in flower, the plant shall be 
priced according to quality of flower within that approximate price range. We 
reserve the right to price an occasional plant in a higher price bracket than 
given for the cross when the quality is exceptional. 


The next class of stock we offer is a listing of smaller seedlings, Section III. 
These range from $6.00 for seedlings with a leaf length of from 1% to 2 inches, 
from 3 to 4 inches across, to those with leaves from 4 to 5 inches with a total 
span of approximately 8 to 10 inches which list from $15.00 up. Here we can 
only give the expectancy for a cross. 


We do wish to point out that in many cases in Section I we have only one 
or a very few plants of certain varieties to offer. For this reason we wish to em- 
phasize the advisability of listing several alternate choices when ordering. We 
also urge prompt ordering to avoid disappointment. 


A brief explanation would be appropriate here for the benefit of those who 
are not familiar with the terms used to describe the various parts of a Cypri- 
pedium flower. Following are the terms which are used in this catalog: 


PETALS: A Cypripedium has two petals. These are the two petals 
which are carried horizontally, or almost horizontally, one 
on each side of the flower. 


DORSAL: The dorsal is botanically really a sepal which has been 
modified through evolution to the most colorful and strik- 
ing part of a Cypripedium flower. This is a broad showy 
portion at the top of the flower. It is sometimes called a 
Standard or Dorsal sepal. 


VENTRAL SEPAL: As most persons will know, Cattleyas, Cymbidiums, and 
most other orchids have three sepals. These are the parts 
of the flower which form the outside covering of the flower 
when in bud. In Cypripediums, however, these three ven- 
tral sepals have developed into the showy dorsal sepal and 
the somewhat more restrained ventral sepal. This is the 
petal which is carried below the dorsal sepal and in back 
of the floral parts. 


POUCH: The pouch, or slipper as it is sometimes called, is the 
Cypripedium’s counterpart of the lip in most other orchid 
genera such as the Cattleya and Cymbidium. 
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GULTURALANOTES 


Cypripediums are perhaps the easiest grown of all orchids. They can be 
grown either in Osmunda or in many different types of composts. Their basic 
requirements are that the media in which they grow has a high organic content 
such as leaf mold or similar material. They like to be grown cool though they 
do very well in the average Cattleya house. A great many growers grow them in 
with their Cymbidiums. They do best with an average night temperature of 
from 55 to 60 degrees. During the daytime the temperature can rise up into the 
70’s or even 80’s without any harm whatsoever. Temperatures can even go higher 
than those mentioned; however, the best growth is obtained in the first mentioned 
temperature range. Inasmuch as Cypripediums do not have any psuedobulbs in 
which to store moisture it is very important that they are not run dry at the 
roots for too long a period of time. In fact, they should be kept moist at their 
roots at all times as long as the drainage is good. They like rather heavy shading 
at all times. Light intensities of from 400 to around 800 ft. candles have proven 
to be optimum; however, they will stand higher light intensities without any 
appreciable ill effects, but their foliage is inclined to yellow excessively and if 
symptoms like this do develop the corrective measures are very simple. About 
the only pest Cypripediums have is thrip which can be controlled very easily 
by the use of a DDT spray. Strangely enough, slugs and snails do not find them 
palatable and hence, unlike with a great many other orchids, these two pests 
are not a problem. The flowers on Cypripediums last from several weeks to 
several months.

The 
average plant will have 2 or 3 mature leaved growths plus a developing new 
growth. If developing growth is less than half developed we do not charge;

A typical plant would be one priced at $5.00 a growth, the plant having 
3 growths. The price would be $15.00.

Though having many of the yellow tones of the Diana Broughton parent, this 
variety has considerable very light pinpointing over the dorsal and into the 
petals.

This fine variety illustrates what is known as the 
brushed colors type versus the ‘spotted type.

Mostly reds of very good quality. Some forms will have solid colors while others will 
have bold spotting on the dorsal. 


. CALLOSUM X LUCID 


Will possibly flower summer through early winter. Bound to show the Callosum_ in- 
fluence both in flower and growth habit. Will stand warmer growing conditions. 


_ PERSEUS de RUTH (FCC. MOS.) X 


CLEMENTINE CHURCHILL 


Wide range of colrs, mostly spotted types. Many fine things can be expected. 


. BETTINA, LAWNACRES var. X MABELLESLEY 


Some very nice yellows can be expected though the cross definitely will vary through 
to brownish and green shades also. 


LAURA KIMBALL X GOLDEN GLORY 


Another worthwhile yellow cross. 


BORDUBE EAU DE NIL X 
CAMELOT var. SUNSET, AM. RHS. 


Smooth colors with little if any spotting. Yellows, greenish-yellow, and warm brownish- 
yellow shades. 


CAMELOT var. SUNSET, AM. RHS. X 
BORDUBE ‘EAU DE NIL 


Reverse of above. 


ODIN var. WEST POINT X DORIS BLACK 


Extremely promising yellow to yellow with light brown overtones. 


CLOTH OF GOLD X DORIS BLACK 


Another worthwhile yellow of promise. 


. CHRISTOPHER var. GRAND MONARCH X 


WARRIOR, H. GREENS var. AM. RHS. 


Mostly greens with boldly spotted shapely dorsal and brownish overtones. Should have 
good shape. 


ATLANTIS X CHANTICLEER 


Mostly red shades. Some will have heavily stained red dorsal. 


CLEMENTINE CHURCHILL X BLACK THORPE 


Both parents should have very strong influence here. Most forms will have spotting 
on dorsal varying from bold spots of Black Thorpe to smaller but more numerous spots 
of Clementine Churchill parent. Bound to be many shapely fine things. 
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. TRISMEGISTRIS X CLEMENTINE CHURCHILL 


Very shapely spotted dorsal. 


PRINCE ALBERT A.M. X CLEMENTINE CHURCHILL 


Spotted type of very good shape. 


BURNHAM, FCC. RHS. X CLEMENTINE CHURCHILL 


Both reds and spotteds can be expected. Due to the complex breeding of Clementine 
Churchill, it must be expectd that wherever this cross enters as a parent, while the 
quality of the cross as a whole will be high, there will be considerable variation.

Another of the spotted dorsal type of excellent shape.

GRACE DARLING X ODIN var. WEST POINT 


Mostly yellows; some will have excellent shape. Some chartreuse can be expected. 


MABELLESLEY X MIMOSA 


Mostly the yellowish shades. Free flowering. 


MRS. LAURA KIMBALL X DORIS BLACK 


Free flowering yellow; many of good shape. 


MABELLESLEY X BETTINA, LAWNACRES var. 


Free flowering shapely yellow’ of very good breeding. Will be brown shades also. 
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W.N. EVANS (Floralies X Kay Kay var. Sunray) 


This lovely rose variety is the parent of a number of fine hybrids listed in 
the catalog. 
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MABELLESLEY X GOLDEN GLORY 


Another yellow cross of merit. It must be noted here that where the prediction might 
be for a preponderence of yellows in a cross, a certain number will have a yellow base 
color with honey or light brown overtones. In some forms these overtones can be ex- 
pected to enhance their beauty.

A lovely yellow by a selected form of the famous Clementine Churchill. Many forms 
will have the shape and spotting of the Churchill parent but with strong yellow shading 
which should be extremely attractive. 


MABELLESLEY X NELL GWYNNE 


A primarily yellow cross of merit though there will be variation to brown. 


MABELLESLEY X GOWERIANUM, A.M. 


Difficult to predict. Bound to be most interesting. Possibly warm growing, mottled 
leaves, worthy of speculation. Maudiae like with faun tones. 


HUNTSWORTH var. FLORENCE SPENCER X 
BALBUS, A.M. 


Very shapely conventional spotted type. 


. FARNMOORE X HUNTSWORTH var. CARLILE 


Large shapely flowers brownish mahogany tones through to chestnut. Boldly spotted 
dorsal in many. Should be good grower. 


HEGEN X CLEMENTINE CHURCHILL 


Spotted type of very good shape and clear coloring. 


HARRISIANUM G.S. BALL'S var. X ATLANTIS 


Definitely on the reddish shades. Can perhaps be grown warmer than most of the 
cool house types.

Bound to be quite variable running from the greenish shades through to reds and those 
with conventional mahogany and chestnut colors. Mostly should have spotted dorsal. 


HANCAR var. GEORGE COURSER X 
CLEMENTINE CHURCHILL 


Bred from two very famous parents. Many should have large size, excellent shape, and 
good coloring. Colors should range from the mahogany shades with conventional spotting 
on dorsal through to those with: similar shape and marking but with strong yellowish 
overtones. 
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ALDERITES X MEMORIA J. H. WALKER 


Mostly mahogany shades on petals and pouch. Dorsal spotted and stained red. Good 
growers. 


ERIAD X BALACLAVA 


Many bound to have the exceptional shape of the Balaclava parent. Yellow browns 
through to darker shades. 


PERSEUS, FCC. X FARNMOORE 


Mahogany and chestnut shades. Many with large flowers with bold spotting on dorsal. 


CAPPAMAGNA X MARYLAND 


Reddish mahogany shades through to chestnut. Sturdy, long stemmed.

Yellows primarily, of good quality.

Wherever Farnmoore enters as a parent large flowers of good substance and coloring 
with bold spotting on dorsal can be expected. Mahogany shades through to chestnut 


and light brown tones. 


92. LADY BECTON var. MOLAH X 
CLEMENTINE CHURCHILL 


Quite variable though of high quality in many cases. Most can be expected to have 
generous amount of small dots on the dorsal. Petals and pouch various shades of 
burnished brown. Shapely dorsal should be characteristic of many. 


SHEBA var. ENCHANTRESS (Decameron X Mem. J. H. Walker) 


Rose mahogany petals and pouch with clear; shapely dorsal beautifully marked 
rose purple. This is a parent of several of our seedling crosses.
